HOW TO STEER A DOG SLED. 


ttUICK TIME. 


Battleships Were Beady to Sail in 


46 1-2 Hours From. Order. 


\ dispatch was received by Acting 


Secretary Hackett on Thursday from 
Rear Admiral Casey, commandant of 
the. League Island nnvy yard, announo 
ing that the battleships Indiana and 
Massachusetts had 
completed _ their 


preparation for sea at 3:30 o'clock that 
afternoon, and would wait for high tide 
to sail for Hampton Roada.

It Should Be Navigated Like an Ordinary 


Flow, Says a Traveler. 


Those who are going to Alaska would 


do well to profit by tho experience of mon 
who havo been there. Tho weather thero 
for a greater portion of tho year is so so- 
vere that tho acquisition of knowledge by 
experience is likely to pro_v,e jotrpiuely 
hazardous. A man wh"6 fia"? sperrt ieveroT 
winters in Alaska offers the following sug- 
gestions as to the best means of handling 
a sled: 


Travelers in A-laska are finding that 


about tho best way to manage a sled on a 
bad trail is to rig handles to it and to fol- 
low it as a farmer does a plow. 6oing 
down a hill it" can ho held bnck by tho 
handles, and on sidling places it is about 
tho only way that it cnn bo kept under ab- 
solute control. 
If the sled is-to bo pulled 


by dogs, handles am almost indispensable. 
If two mon furnish the power, it is well 
for one of them to pull and the other to 
push, unless they happen to bo brothers. 
In this latter caso it prevents trouble in 
Alaska, ns elsewhere, to hitch both abreast 
and to put no stay chains on tho double- 
tree. 


Tho framework which supports the han- 


dles by being laced to tho side of tho sled 
with strings of rawhido forms a basket, 
which makes it easier to secure tho load. 
A ropo is looped along tbo odgo of the sled 
all tho way around and made stationary. 
Through these loops from side to side tho 
lash ropo is passed, and thus tho load is 
quickly secured. 


The problem of pitching tho tent at 


stops and lighting a flro is a serious ono. 
When tho thermometer registers 20 or 40 
degrees bolow zero, a man hardly dares to 
remove his mitt to start a fire, and thon 
during tho winter, which is tho longest 
part of tho year in Alaska, it is vory often 
difficult to find dry wood. Tho best thing 
I havo found to got a quick blaze is to 
carry balls of cloth saturated in coal oil. 
Place ono of those in tho stove, light it, 
nnd it will ignite almost any kind of wood. 
Tho wind proof matches which I havo seen 
in tho stores of San Frandsoo should %> 
a paw of ovcry Klondikor's outfit.—Sun 
Francisco Examiner. 


the "Oldest Inhabitant'." View Can- 


not Be Depended I'poo. 


A oorresjiofldeiit in Xurthiield, Mass., 


d«2-iivs our opinion on the ijut-stiun:" Were 
tlw wjiiu-ro of 50 or 75 years ago luuch 
coUler or wcro tho snowfalls deeper than 
at present? Tho opinion is widely held 
that the winters were coldorand the snow- 
falls deeper, but I can find nothing to 
warrant tha belitj exct-pt that in the flrss 
part of tha century a much larger percent- 
age of the population lived in tha hill 
towns or in the interior, which are both 
colder than the valley or the coast towns." 


On tho general question as to appreci- 


able changes in climate the editor's opin- 
ion is that there has been no such chango 
in any respect whatever so far as meteor- 
ology proper is concerned. If we divide 
our records of tho weather recorded ia 
North America since the days of Colum- 
bus into two periods—viz, before and after 
the year 1SOO—wo shall find that every 
peculiarity, such as remarkable storms, 
winds, rains, Hoods, frostri, etc.. recorded 
in the current century can be matched by 
a corresponding remarkable event befor* 
;ho ye;ir lyOu. The popular impression^ 
ulludod to by our correspondent result al- 
most entirely from tho imperfections of 
our records and especially of our meia* 
oriea. Thero is a l<»rge class of persons 
whose habits of thought are so crude thai 
when they eiperience any very remark- 
able weather they jump to the conclusion 
that tho climate has changed, forgetting 
;hat they themselves have had such a lim- 
ited personal experience that they arc not 
fair judges of tho weather over the whole 
country or of the climate of a century. 


Our correspondent seems to suggest that 


a certain change in the habits of thfgKto- 
ple, such as tho removal from the interior 
to the coast or from forests to prairies, or 
from country or city, or vico versa, will 
partly account for widespread errors in re- 
spect to the climate. The suggestion is 
excellent, but the editor wonld bo inclined 
to interpret tho phenomenon somewhat 
differently. The general movement of the 
population in tho past century has been 
from tho Atlantic states westward, and 
from the country to the city, or quite op- 
posite to the movement suggested by our 
correspondent. In fact, wo find no real 
agreement in tho so called popular tradi- 
tions with regard to the weather. We have 
root with quito as many persons who 
think tho winters are. more severe as with 
thoso who think the winters are less se- 
vere than formerly. 
Everything seems to 


depend upon how and whoro tho "oldest 
inhabitant" lived when ha was a boy as 
compared with his present condition. The 
average climate of Xow England so far as 
tho weather is concerned has not appreci- 
ably changed sinoo the days when her old- 
est forest trees woro younp saplings, and 
that carries us back nearly 500 years.— 
Professor Cleveland Abbe in Monthly 
Vfeathcr Bcniew.

Diagnosing Diteue. 


A medical man, far ahead of his pathy 


and his training, unable accurately to di- 
agnose a disease which had fora long time 
baffled him, tried an experiment. Being 
nn expert bacteriologist and knowing by 
sight the infinitesimal atotus that live to 
destroy human life, he put the patient in- 
to a Russian bath, allowed him to remain 
until he was drenched with perspiration 
and then scraped his skin to secure if pos- 
sible through tho exudation a sufficient 
number of bacilli to enable him to deter- 
mine tho nature-of the ailment from which 
his patient sufforo'd. 
So many to tho 


square inch meant danger, and by a sim- 
ple process oC mathematical calculation he 
soon discovered the enemy that was sap- 
ping tho strongholds of lite. He estimated 
that millions ol! bacilli were washed out of 
the body by thoso streams of perspiration. 
Having established this as a fact, ho made 
it his practice to examine all obscuro cases 
in tho samo way. If tha system is over- 
charged with bacilli and tho perspiration 
furnishes courses upon which they float 
from tho body, surely this onght to bo ono 
of the most accurate methods of diagnosing 
doubtful cases. That tbe perspiration of 
human beings is poisonous is an admitted 
fact. Small animals are rnadily billed by 
subcutaneous injections of perspiration 
collected after violent exercise.—New York 
Ledger.

The shad is a utetuber of the herring 


faiuil}. an immense tribe that ihcludea 
the sardines, the altrwives. or "river her- 
rings," and many well known fishes, and, 
like them, it is a suit water fish. Little 
or nothhi;; is known of its .ocean life. 
The parts of the sea to which it resorts, 
the food it cats and its movement;, when 
n its true home have not been deter- 
mined, and it presents the strange anom- 
aly of a sea li^h known only in fresh 
water. 
Like its kindred, it moves in 


gn-at sliouls, and to this fact-the family 
owes its name, for the word herring 
came to us from an old German terra 
meaning army. The movements of the 
shad seem to depend on the temperature 
jf the water, and a late spring will delay 
heir coming very matciially. 
The annual run into the rivers is solely 


or spawning, and they appear in almost 
regular succession, according to latitude. 
About the middla of November the run 
commences in St. Johns river, in Flor- 
ida, 
and the iu-at or second week in Jan- 


uary finds them in the Savannah and 
Edisto. Somewhat later they enter the 
streams of North Carolina, while April 
Is usually the month in which they are 
most abundant in the Potomac. By the 
middle of May they hsve reached New 
Brunswick, and their season is over. The 
time they stay in fresh water varies, and 
it seems that tinder some circumstances 
they may remain ir the rivers throughout 
the year, and occasionally one is taken in 
midwinter, but as a rule they are found 
only tn the spawning season. 


Shad were formerly very abundant and 


went for long distances up the rivers in 
search of spawning grounds. The reck- 
less building of dams cut them off from 
tho spawning beds and so diminished 
their numbers until they seemed threat- 
ened with extinction, and the shallows 
on which the eggs nre laid became clog- 
ged up by the sawdust and other refuse 
that a shortsighted public policy allows 
to be thrown into streams. The fear of 
the loss of this important industry was 
one of the causes that led to the estab- 
lishment of the United States commis- 
sion of fish and fisheries, and it Is mainly 
by the efforts of this bureau that it has 
been restored to its importance. 


This has been effected by artificial cul- 


ture. The fish commission has several 
stations situated on noted shad streams 
and n steamer, the Fishhawk, that Is 
practically a floating hatchery that fol- 
lows the fish, and in these millions of 
young shad nre hatched. The "ripe" fish 
are captured on the way to tho spawning 
beds, and the spawn 5s gently pressed or 
"stripped" into tin pans and fertilized by 
milt taken from the males by mixing 
eggs and milt together. The eggs are 
then put into the hatching jars, and then 
the fry develops. The jars are arranged 
so that the water flows in through a 
tube that reaches nearly to the bottom 
and Uows out through the top. the cur- 
rent keeping up n boiling motion in the 
mass of eggs. All the dead eggs rise to 
the top and are carried off into the waste 
pipes, so that they are not dangerous to 
the living ones. 
The living eggs are 


heavier than the dead ones and stay near 
the bottom, so the hatching jar sorts 
them out automatically. 


In from 3 to 15 days, according to the 


temperature of the water, the fry begin 
to hatch. 
A young shad is about one- 


third of an inch long and is almost trans- 
parent, nnd to this invisibility It owes 
Its escape from enemies. As soon ns it 
hatches the young fish rises to the top 
of the jar and is carried by the curroot 
of water into a largo collecting tank, 
where it stays until the whole lot is 
hatched. Tho fish commission gets about 
OS per cent of fry from tbc eggs it pro- 
cures, including unfertilized and dead 
eggs in tbe count. A pair of shad yield 
from IS.OOO tn 30,000 fertile eggs, so if 
but two in this* number reach adult age 
the number will bo maintained. 
This 


means that In nature only from 1-150 to 
1-75 of 1 per cent survive. 


As soon as possible after hatching is 


complete the young shad are planted. 
The fish commission cars are loaded with 
tanks filled with fry nnd dispatched to 
tho rivers into which tho tiny fish are 
put to reappear sonic four or five years 
later as fine, luscious food, 


Itichly endowed by nature as is our Pa- 


cific coast, ono valuable gift was missing. 
Tho shad is not a native of the Pacific, 
and soon after the fish commission was 
orgnni'Aod it was urged to try to intro- 
duce the fish into these new waters. No 
such feat had been attempted before, but 
Professor Ruird, aided by Dr. Turleton 
IT. Bean nnd Livingston Stone, finally 
snecoeded In carrying the Atlantic fry 
across the continent and planted them jtt 
the 
Sacramento river. 
Other plants 


have followed, and the fish is now abun- 
dant from Mexico to Alaska. Had tho 
commission done nothing but tlas it 
would have more than paid for its cost.— 
Washington Star.

Ad- 
miral Dewey was escorted from the hotel 
to the Auditorium by the Columbus riiles 
and about 500 veterans of the civil war.

He said he would rather sail into Manila 
bay again as he did ou thut memorable 
fivit day of May than face such :ui audi- 
ence. The late war was but u skirmish, 
he declared, compared with the conflict 
between the north and the south.

1 A young woman, th» owner of a cozy 
llttl* smoking room, who makes no secret 
of her enjoyment of an after dinner pipe, 
was questioned the other day as to why 
women use tobacoo.

THE MODERN RATLINES. 


«K Iteep Water V««»li of Obk aad 


of Gu» Pif*. 


When the American sailor on a deep 


water ship gt*xt aloft nowadays, he run* 
up the ratlines just a* be always did. but 
the ratline* now used on large vessels are 
•oniethiug very different from the ratlines 
once commonly used and still used gen- 
erally ou smaller vessels. 


The old time ratlines familiar in all pic- 


tures of snips were made of ratlines stuff, 
which is of hemp and about half an iuub 
in diameter. Tbe shrouds of a vessel, run- 
ning from the sides of tbe chip to tbe 
mastheads, converge toward the tops, <*> 
that the ratline* are cut of graduated 
lengths. In securing rope ratlines to the . 
shrouds two half 
bitches were taken j 


around each inner shroud, and the ends, 
which bad been turned and spliced in, 
forming an eye, were lashed to tbe outer 
shrouds. Nothing could exceed the ship- 
shape appearance of well set up rigging, 
with the ratlines across taut as bow- 
strings. But, fa a matter of fact, they 
goon began to sag, and anybody interested 
in ships will recall vessels he has seen 
whose ratlines fairly hung in loops, they ] 
were so old and slack. It required con- j 
stant care and considerable labor to keep 
them up in shape. 


About 20 years ago on an American ship 


ratlines of oak were substituted for the 
time honored ratlines of rntlices stuff, and 
in tbe course of tbe next ten yean rigid j send it v.*.it. 
ratlines came into common use on Ameri- j much; there 
can deep water vessels, and they still re- 
main. Ratlines are now made of sections 
of gas pipe as well •as of oak. Tbe oak rat- 
lines are made about 1H incbecin diarae-

This is 
held to be sufficient, -for two men can 
mount to tbe top at the same time, one 
on each side. On an American bark now 
at South street tbe rigid ratlines extend 
to three sbroudi, thus waking two lad- 
ders. On a big four masted British iron 
barkentiue now lying in South street there 
are rigid ratline* forming single tedders. 
A large British iron ebip lying there baa 
•ingle ladders of 'rigid Tatlinet, and also, 
between tbe other shrouds, ratlines of rat- 
lines stuff. 
Rigid ratlines are used also 


nowadays on steamers. 


These modern ratlines are perfectly 


spaced—as indeed the old time ratlines al- 
ways were—and with their perfect Btraight- 
ness they present a somewhat prim appear- 
ance. They Jack perhaps the picturesque- 
ness of the old time ratlines, but they look 
businesslike and they axe vastly more con- 
venient and useful.—New York Sun.

Coronets. 


It is a mistake to suppose that dukes 


marquises and other noble Britons slee] 
In their coronets. In fact, they never wea 
them at all except at the coronation of tb 
sovereign, when they put on their coronet 
at tho precise moment when the primate 
of England places tho crown upon the 
anointed brow of tbe king or queen. And 
when a peer or peeress dies, tho coronet is 
again used at tbe funeral, being placed in 
tho coffin or borne on a purplo cushion be- 
hind the hearse by ono of the attendants. 
That is tho extent to which the coronet is 
used according to tho official rules and 
regulations. But sometimes they ore made 
to serve other purposes than those for 
which they wore intended. They are ninde 
of silver gilt, edged with ermine and lined 
inside with a purplo velvet cap topped with 
a gold tassel and aro quite ornamontjil 
baubles. One belonging to a noble Jiiar- 
quis, which was sold at auction in London, 
had been cut iu half anil arranged to servo 
as brackets for candlesticks. Lord Byron's 
silver coronet fell into the bands of tho 
late George W. Chilcls of Philadelphia and 
was put to an oven more ignominious uso. 
Divested of its purple velvet cap and cr- 
jnino border, ho turned it upside clown and 
found that it made a very serviceable 
stand for a obathig dish—San Francisco

London, June 7.— Military operations 


IB South Africa are apparently at a 
standstill. For a day or two the tired 
troop -j of Lord Uoberts are restius. awl 
be is filling the magazines ami ware- 
bouses at*liis new base, Pretoria, jir^iiar- 
atory to a chase after the retiring lioers 
in the direction of Lydenburg-. His «iv- 
alry already are probably seeking to in- 
tercept Commandant fteueral Botha. 


A dispatch which left Pretoria Monday 


while the fighting was going on outside 
the city says: 


"AH day armed burghers 
been 


leaving Pretoria, go!ag east. The jr 
part of the railway rolling stock has been 
removed. General Botha was fightinx an 
essentially rear guard action, his object 
not being to defend Pretoria, but to delay 
Lord Roberts until the railway switch 
had been cleared and the mala part of 
the Boer army had started to withdraw. 


The British advance appears to have 


left open to the Boers the best line of ie- 
trcat. along the railway. 


Possibly Lord Roberts may have been 


able to cut the railway before a full re- 
tirement was effected. That Pretoria 
would be defended was apparently given 
out after the council of war, with a view 
of misleading the British. 


"In the Lydenburg district, where Krn- 


ger is supposed to be, a cartridge factory 
has been erected. The place is described 
as a volcanic region of fertile valleys, in- 
closed by great ramparts of precipitous 
rock, penetrated by narrow, winding 
passes. There are herds of cuttle in the 
valleys, and there is much native labor 
available for fortifying. 


"AVhat is supposed to have been the 


last train out of Pretoria arrived at Lou- 
rcnco Marques Sunday phoning. The pas- 
sengers included a numb'r of foreign vol- 
unteers, who described Pretoria as desti- 
tute of food and clothing." *

There have been no 
developments in the postofflce robbery at 
San Jose when United States Minister 
Merry's bos was relieved of several com- 
munications of diplomatic importance.

Indianapolis, June 7.—TV. S. Taylor, 


formerly governor of Kentucky, bat now 
a refugee here, has received a- nuhiber 
of letters from lending Kentucky Repub- 
licans since tho conference hero last Sun- 
day and bas become- convinced that it is 
inadvisable to attempt to secure the nom- 
ination of governor unless he returns and 
stands trial on the indictment charging 
him with complicity in the murder of 
Senator Goobol.

to him last Sunday, but he took t"ho mat- 
ter under advisement ponding further no- 
tices of the sentiment of his friends. 
Many of these have written him that a 
canvass in bis interest would he futile 
unless he himself leads it and that he 
should not ask the party to nominate 
him unless he returns to the state.

Sugar n> Food. 


Starch forms a considerable portion of 


our diet in one form or another, and all 
starch has to ho converted into susar by 
the saliva and intestinal juices before it 
can be assimilated. The action of these 
ferments breaks it up into simpler chem- 
ical compounds, so that it finally reaches 
the blood and muscles as dextrose, a form 
of sugar which can be burned to yield 
heat and muscular euei-gy. Tho change 
required in sugar for its assimilation is 
very'slight compared with that required 
for the digestion of starch. 


It will thus be seen that the process 


of manufacturing sugar from its vegeta- 
ble containers results in n product that 
for digestive purposes is comparable to 
partially digested starch, so that it is 
evident the substitution of sugar for 
starch is of advantage to the digestive 
system, since it does not burden the di- 
gestive tract and less force is required 
for its digestion and assimilation.

trated chemically separated pure foods 
all ready fqr assimilation, except in lim- 
ited amounts, and this is true of sugar, 
as of peptoneV, partially digested meats 
atfd similar foods.

evening, by J. W. Lowd, who was com- 
ing hack to the city from the circus 
grounds. Lowd, who was alone, dis- 
covered the prostrate form of a man 
lying dangerously close to tho railing 
on the foot passage of tho bridge, and 
proceeded to arouse him. Upon taking 
hold of the man's band, he found it 
wet with blood and at once suspected 
foul play. 


With the assistance of two or thiee 


other men who happened along just 
then, Lowd got the stranger to his feet. 


One of the party lighted a match 


and then the deplorable plight of the 
knocked-out man became fully appar- 


ent. 
Blood was running down over his 


forehead and fane, and his features 
gave evidence of extreme prfin. 


Sheehan seemed to be adber, enough 


and even waxed quite indignant at 
the insinuation of one of the men, 
that he was drunk. "I'm not drunk,' 
he retorted, "I'm as sober as yon are." 


After considerable difficulty, Sheehan 


was deposited at the police station. 
On the wuy, he frequently complained 
of sickening pain about hia ribs and 
insisted upon, stopping to rest. 


When the men brought Sheehan into 


tho station, it was at once seen that he 
was in urgent need of a surgeon, so 
Dr. Towle was called and came prompt- 
ly. He proceeded to sew up the gash 
in Sheehan's soalp, which required four 
stitches. 


Then he examined the injured man's 


ribs and found that two of them were 
fractured, one of them badly. 
After 


treating them, Sheeban was put into a 
hack, (summoned from McCue's stable,) 
and removed to the hospital. 


Sheehan told tho officers that he had 


been working with the show three or 
four days only. On luursday morn- 


ing, when ha went to get his dinner 
check, he was told that his services 
were no longer required, for the reason 
thnt he hud been late in reporting with 
his "gang," earlier in the day.

WEARERS OF WOODEN SHOES. 


Not Confined to Foreigners, but Are Used 


]u American Communities. 


A wagonload of wooden shoes, such as 


are worn by European peasants, lay in a 
heap on the floor of i\ wood ware dealer's 
store, down town in New York the other 
day. 


"Who wears "era?" inquired the writer 


as lie looked at the stock. 


"Mora people than you would think," 


was the answer of tho dealer, "and not 
only foreign born, old fashioned folks, but 
quite a number of Americans. Thoir chief 
sale, is in winter. In fact, there is little 
or no call for them ai any other season. 
Our customers are mostly dairymen, gar- 
deners, farmers, brewers, dyers and men 
employed in slaughter houses. Chicken 
cleaners in the dressed poultry business 
who stand in feathers and steam wear them 
to save their shoo leather. Gardeners' 
wives and daughters wear them about 
homo, and sometimes in the severest weath- 
er in tho market. 


"In the cold weather car, truck and cab 


drivers in Kew York and other cities wear 
them for the reason that they are warmer 
than any other footwear. Some drivers 
cover them with black cloth, or blacken 
thorn, and then taok old rubber or leather 
bootlegs to the top. Worn thus tho thick 
soles are a great protection against frost I 
and one's feet; are always dry. They are 
also worn by street cleaners and men -who 
work at paving roads, especially •when hot 
asphalt is used, which is found to bo very 
destructive to leather." 


Wooden shoes are now sold by the. thou- 


sands in Kew York. Some of them are 
made in Maine, but most of them como 
from Holland. They are made of birch, 
ash and boxwood and sell retail at from 50 
cents to §1.25 a pair, according to finish 
and quality.—Washington Star.
